Harrisonburg.

On Saturday May 4th, I left 
Dayton, 0., for Harrisonburg, 
Va. On the way I concluded to 
visit at a number of pointe, called 
on old friends and partially fill 
obligations formed years ago. 
At Louisville, 0., I was met by 
Bro. John Keim and conveyed 
to hie hospitable home, where I 
spent the Sabbath. The breth- 
ren had made appoint menta for 
me Sunday morning and evening 
and Monday evening. We had 
good congregations and had tbe 
pleasure of renewing many old 
acquaintances among whom were 
the Keim brothers including Ja- 
cob, formerly one of the faculty 
of Ashland College and latterly 
of Dakota. He and hie family 
have settled at Louisville and 
will make it their home indef- 
initely. Bro. Lewis Hang, Dr. 
Baker and a host of others came 
in for a full share ot remem- 
brance and the visit was one of 
profit as well as pleasure. Sieter 
Katie Harsh barge r whom we 
had in some way incorrectly 
learned was dead waa present at 
the meeting and is still active 
and earnest in the cauae. Bro. 
Joeiah Keim waa absent can- 
vassing for tbe College. It was 
at this place I held the discus- 
sion with Elder William Dillon 
of the United Brethren ehnrcb.

John Keim eaw me to 
the train Monday night at 10 
o'clock, when we clasped hands 
and I embarked for tbe east 
At 5 : 20 Tuesday morning Hand- 
ed at Johnstown, Pju, and went 
direot to my old home, mother 
Cohaugb'a where I "apent so 
many days and weeks in the 
years gone by. It eeemed like 
returning borne. Bro. J. B. 
Ringers, the new pastor of the 
Johnstown church ia a young 
man of limited experience, but 
full of promise, is doing ex- 
cellent work and ie last winning 
his way into the hearts of the 
poonle. He is receiving sub- 
stantial encouragement by an 
enlarging membership and an 
increasing congregation. P. S. 
Cobangh, W. S. Adams, Daniel 
Crofibrd, It. Z. Kepi ogle and M. 
W. Keim were among the old 
friends I had tbe pleasure of 
meeting. With most ot them I 
visited and 'broke bread' and 
conversed npon things connect- 
ed with the general welfare of 
the church. I also met many of 
tbe brethren of Conemangh 
among whom were George 
Berkeybile, Hiram Gouchnour, 
Pat O'Neil, Bro. McCartney and 
D. F. Ramaey, their preacher. 
Preached at Johnstown three 
evenings and at Conemaugh lec- 
tured on the Constitutional 
Amendment Visited in the 
homes ot brethren Berkeybile 
and Gouchnour. Bro. Berkey- 
bile's has always been my home 
when at Conemaugh, and it Bro. 
George and bia excellent wife 
receive any sort ot reward for all 
their kindness to preachers they 
certainly will be compensated 
for their ministrations in my case 
as I have not only boarded with 
them when preaching there, but 
have been cared for as a son or 
brother when ill health made me 
a burden. Bro. Gouchnour ia 
one of the Prohibitory Amend- 
ment committee and it was 
through him I lectured in 
Conemaugh and received sub- 
stantial tokens of appreciation. 
He not only solicited the lecture 
but gave up bia work and de- 
voted the day to making itasuo- 
ceas, Bro. Ramsey ia in the 
merchantile business through the 
week and tills the pulpit on Sun- 
day. 

I had 'intended to visit Bro. 
W. L. Spanogle at Martinsburg, 
but owing to the hitch in the 
arrangement, I lectured at 
Conemaugh iaatead, and on Sat- 
urday went to Philadelphia 
where I remained preaching 
each evening until Thursday. 
There ia so much to say of my 
visit at this point that I scarcely 
know where to begin. I waa 
the guest ot Bro. J. D. McFaden, 
the pastor of the church, in 
whose family I enjoyed a very 
pleasant home. Our correspond- 
ence began previous to his or- 
dination to the ministry In our 
church and has been more or lees 
regular ever since. Bro. Elwood 
Roberta, superintendent of the 
Sunday School is an old friend I 
waa delighted to meet, aa were 
the Oaaael brothers. There I 
met Elder E. A. Orr who has 
been pastor of the Marshal St. 
German Baptist church, bat has 


now resigned and is living in the 
bounds of the Green Tree church. 
Elder Orr'e pastorate in Phil- 
adelphia waa aa successful aa 
could be expected under the cir- 
ou instances bnt no man can ac- 
complish a very great work in 
any church which occupies the 
poaition ot compromise the 
Marshal St. church does. It 
claims to be loyal to Annual 
meeting but is not carrying out 
any of the Annual meeting 
characteristics. They have been 
making an eflort to unite with 
our people, but they want union 
on the same principle the boa 
constrictor wanted union with 
the goat : when it was consumat- 
ed it wan all boa and no goat. 
Elder Orr is not a very radical 
defender of the Lord's Supper 
and feet-washing as ordinances 
of the church, and has reach- 
ed a point in his education 
where church ordinances are of 
minor importance, lie will get 
over that sort of thing by and by. 
There are periods in tbe life of 
all ambitions men when things 
of paramount importance appear 
big with insignificance* 

Daring my Btay in the city 
several things of importance oc- 
cured of which Bro. McFaden 
will probably inform the public 
We baptized and ordained a gen- 
tleman who we have every rea- 
son to believe will be ot much 
value to the general cause. He 
has had considerable experience, 
hae been an able and efficient 
worker for Christ, is a ripe 
scholar and made the change in 
church relation from doctrinal 
considerations after much study 
and investigation, lie came 
well recommended both as to 
character and efficiency. But a, 
fuller report will be given by 
and by, 

Bro. McFaden and I entered 
into a business arrangment by 
which much of tbe history of my 
past work as a preacher and 
evangelist will be given to the 
public. Those who may receive 
a note from Bro. McFaden so- 
liciting a report of meetings or 
incidences, which have formed a 
part of my ministry can give 
them with the assurance that he 
has my full consent in tbe 
preparation of the work.

From Phil. I came to Hagers- 
town, Md, I spent a day and 
night with Bro. E. B_ Shaver at 
his new home at Funkatown. 
Bro. Shaver hae charge of a 
large church and has a large 
amount ot hard work laid out 
for the present year. I also met 
father Coat, Welty, Fahrney, T. 
J. [Fahrney, Bro. Gross niokle, 
the Emmerts and others, but as 
my stay was short could not 
spend much time with each. I 
am now with the church in Rock- 
ingham county, Va., where Bro. 
J. G. Snider hae charge. The 
church has a membership of 
about 160 and needs much earn- 
est work and thoughtful care. 
Next week I will visit Maurer- 
town, Va., where Bro. Frank 


Koonta haa charge and then go 
on to Meyersdale, Pa., where I 
will atop with Bro. A. D. 
Gnagey'a charge over Sunday 
then return to Dayton, Ohio, 
22 Quitman St., where my ad- 
drees will be till abont June 20th. 
I expect to be present at tbe 
Ohio State Convention. I see 
Bro. Kilhetner says 'Bro. Bashor 
will deliver bis famous lecture 
on Pulpit Reminiscences for tbe 
benefit of the Home Mission 
Fund on Thursday evening June 
6th.' Juet how famous it is I 
tear to aay. It is only an oft 
hand conversation on the ex- 
periences of thirteen years as a 
roving evangelist. 

While with Bro. McFaden in 
Philadelphia I picked up al- 
most enough matter for several 
new sermons which I may yet 
decide to weave into a lecture for 
popular audiences.
